ORDINANCE

AN ORDINANCE OFTHE TOWN OF APPLE VALLEY REGULATING THE
OPERATION AND USE OF OFF-HIGHWAY VEHICLES ("OHV") WITHIN THE
TOWN OF APPLE VALLEY, STATE OF UTAH

WHEREAS, under Section 41-22-10.5 of the Utah State Code Annotated, a municipality may
adopt ordinances designating certain streets and highways as off-highway vehicle routes for the
specific purpose of alowing off-highway vehicle operators to gain direct accessto or from a
private or public area open for off-highway vehicle use; and

WHEREAS, the Town Council held a Public Hearing on XXX, XX, 2020, and received public
input and comment regarding Ordinance XXX X-XX, and

WHEREAS, in theinterest of public safety, the Mayor and Town Council of the Town believes
it is necessary in the best interest of the Town and its citizens to enact reasonable regulations
governing the operation and use of off-highway vehicles within the municipal boundaries of the
Town

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE TOWN COUNCIL OF THE TOWN OF
APPLE VALLEY, UTAH, ASFOLLOWS:

A. Policy: In enacting this Ordinance, it is the policy of the Town of Apple Valley to
promote safety and protection for persons, and property in connection with the use,
operation and equipment of off-highway vehiclesin the Town.

B. Adoption of State Code Provisions: The provisions of Section 41-22-1, et seg., Utah
Code Annotated, regarding off-highway vehicles, are hereby adopted. It is the policy of
this state to promote safety and protection for persons, property, and the environment
connected with the use, operation, and equipment of off-highway vehicles, to promote
uniformity of laws, to adopt and pursue a safety education program, and to develop trails
and other facilities for the use of thesevehicles.

C. Definitions: The terms used in the Ordinance shall have the same definitions as provided
in Section 41-22-2, Utah Code Annotated, in effect on the date of this Ordinance, and as
may be subsequently updated by the Utah State L egislature. Definitionslisted here for
easy reference are:



1 "All-terrain type | vehicle" means any motor vehicle 52 inchesor less inwidth,
having an unladen dry weight of 800 pounds or |ess, traveling on three or more
low pressure tires, having a seat designed to be straddled by the operator, and
designed for or capable of travel over unimprovedterrain.

2. "All-terrain type Il vehicle" means any other motor vehicle, not defined in
Subsection (2), (9), or (20), designed for or capable of travel over unimproved
terrain. Thisterm does not include golf carts, any vehicle designed to carry a
disabled person, any vehicle not specifically designed for recreational use, or farm
tractors as defined under Section 41-1a-102 of the Utah Code Annotated.

3. "Off-highway implement of husbandry” means every all-terrain type | vehicle,
which is used by the owner or his agent, foragricultural operations. The Motor
Vehicle Division issues the sticker required for thisdesignation.

4. Off-Highway Implements of Husbandry may be operated on the streets of the
Town if operation of the off-highway implement of husbandry adjacent to a
roadway isimpractical and theoperator usesdue care towards conventional motor
traffic.

Designation of Streets and Highways: Pursuant to the authority granted to the Town
Council in Section 41-22-10.5 , Utah Code Annotated and SB181S01, all Town streetsare

hereby designated as off-highway vehicle routesto allow off-highway vehicle use, except
for those routes which are specifically posted closed to off-highway vehicle use. Main
Street, from the southern border of the Town to the northern border, shall also be
designated as an official off-highway vehicle route.

Prohibition of OHV Use Except in Accordance With This Ordinance: A person may
not operate an off-highway vehicle, except for off-highway implements of husbandry

under Section 41-22-5.5, Utah Code Annotated, when used in accordance with said
section, on any street inthe Town of Apple Valley, except in strict compliance with the
terms of this Ordinance and the terms of Utah Code Annotated Section 41-22-1, et seq.

Speed Limit: The maximum speed limit for off-highway vehicles (OHV) registered as
an off-highway vehicle operated within the Town shall be 20 miles per hour. The
maximum speed limit for street legal registered off-highway vehicles (OHV) operated
within the Town shall be the lesser of: i) the posted speed limit; or ii) 45 miles per
hour .

Equipment Reguirements: All off highway vehicles (except for off-highway
implements of husbandry used only in agricultural operations and not operated on a
highway) shall be equipped with:

1. Brakes adequate to control the movement of, and to stop and hold, the vehicle
under normal operating conditions;



2. Headlights and tail lights must be on at al times when in operation.
3. A noise control device; and,

4, A spark arrestor device.

i to Traffic L aws Required: Any person operating an off-highway vehicle
shall obey all traffic laws, rules and regulations and shall be subject to the provisions of
Title 41, Chapter 6, Utah Code Annotated, unless specifically excluded. Operators of
off-highway vehicles without turn signals must use hand signals.

OHV Usebv Persons Under Age8 Prohibited: Except asotherwise provided inthis
Ordinance, a person under eight (8) years of age may not operate and an owner may

not give another person who is under eight (8) years of age permission to operate an
off- highway vehicle on any Town street.

Other General Restrictionson OHV Use: A person may not operate, and an owner
may not give that person permission to operate an off-highway vehicle on any Town
street unless the person:

1 Isunder the direct visual and voice supervision of acertified off-highway vehicle
safety instructor during a scheduled training course; or

2. Has in his’her immediate possession a valid motor vehicle operator's license, as
provided | Title 53, Chapter 3, Uniform Driver License Act; or

3. Has in his’her possession the appropriate safety certificate issued or approved by
the Utah Division of Parks and Recreation (a"blue card"), AND., if under the age
of 16 years, is under the direct visual and voice supervision of an adult who is
fewer than under 100 feet away, and is at least 18 years of age and holdsa valid
driver'slicense.

4, It isadefense to charge under this section, if the person charged producesin court
alicense or an appropriate safety certificate that was: 1) valid at the time of
citation or arrest; and (2) issued to the person operating the off-highway vehicle.
The requirements of this section do not apply to an operator of an all-terrain type
vehicle with properly displayed and current off-highway implement of husbandry
sticker.

Protective Headgear Requirements - Owner Duty:

1. A person under the age of 18 may not operate or be a passenger on, an off-
highway vehicle on any public land, trail, street, or highway within the Town of
Apple Valley unless the person is wearing properly fitted and fastened, United
States Department of Transportation (DOT) safety-rated protective headwear
designed for motorized vehicle use. The operator must also have adequate eye
protection.



2. The owner of an off-highway vehicle or any other person may not give
permission to aperson who isunder the age of 18 yearsto operate or rideon an
off-highway vehicle in violation of this section.

Reqistration of Vehicle: Unless exempted under Section 41-22-9 of the Utah Code, a
person may not operate or transport and an owner may not give another permission to
operate or transport, any off-highway vehicleon any public land, trail, street, or highway
within the Town unless the off-highway vehicle has been registered in accordance with
the requirements of Title 41 Chapter 22 of the Utah Codefor the current year.

Restrictions on Use of Privately Owned L ands Without Permission:

1 No person shall operate or accompany a person operating an off-highway vehicle
upon privately owned land of any other person, firm or corporation without
permission from the owner or person in charge.

2. It shall beunlawful for any person operating or accompanying aperson operating
an off-highway vehicle to refuse to immediately leave private land upon request
of the owner or person in charge of such land.

3. Subsections 1 and 2 above shall not apply to prescriptive easementson privately
owned land.

4, No person operating or accompanying a person operating an off-highway vehicle
shall obstruct any entrance or exit to private property without the owner' s
perm1ssion.

Penaltiesfor Violation: Except as otherwise provided, a person who violated the
provisions of thisordinanceisguilty of a Class C misdemeanor. Any person convicted
of violations of thissectionis guilty of an infraction and shall be fined not morethan
$100 per offense.

Repealer: All provisions of the Apple Valley Town Ordinance which arein conflict
with the terms of this Ordinance are hereby repealed. Ordinance 2006-10 is hereby
repeal ed.

Effective Date: This Ordinance shall become effective at 12:01 am. on the XX Day of

8.10.010 Closed Fire Season

A. Subject to the exceptions set forth herein, burning is prohibited during the statutorily closed fire season from
June 1st through October 31st, and the regulatorily closed fire season from November 16th through the last
day of February. Notwithstanding the same, where state statute permits, from June 1st to October 31st, and
the person obtains a state issued closed season burning permit prior to burning, persons may burn pursuant
to the terms of the state issued permit.

B. When a person has obtained a closed season burning permit issued by the state, the person shall notify the
local fire authority of the approximate time the burn will occur before the burn takes place.

C. Any violation of this section shall be punishable as a class C misdemeanor.

8.10.020 Open Fire Season

A. Subject to the exceptions set forth herein, persons shall obtain a town burning permit before starting a fire in
the incorporated areas of the town during the open fire season.

B. Any violation of this section shall be punishable as a class C misdemeanor.

8.10.030 Agricultural And Horticultural Exceptions

A. The regulatorily closed fire season from November 16th through the last day of February, and above-
referenced provisions of the open fire season regarding town burning permits are not applicable to:

1. Burning of prunings from trees, bushes, and plants of dead or diseased trees, bushes and plants,
including stubble. This exception does not apply in areas zoned as residential where the regulatorily
closed fire season applies and the permit must still be obtained.

2. Burning of weed growth along ditch banks for cleaning these ditches for irrigation purposes.

3. Controlled heating of orchards or other crops during the frost season to lesson the chances of their
being frozen so long as the emissions from the heating do not cause or contribute to an exceedance
of any national ambient air quality standards and are consistent with the federally approved state
implementation plan.

B. The person conducting any of the above excepted burnings shall notify the local fire authority of the
approximate time that the burning will occur before the burn takes place.
C. Any violation of this section shall be punishable as a class C misdemeanor.

A. The provisions of this Chapter are not applicable to:
1. Devices for the primary purpose of preparing food such as outdoor grills and fireplaces;

2. Campfires and fires used solely for recreational purposes where such fires are under control of a
responsible person and the combustible material is clean, dry wood or charcoal; and

3. Indoor fireplaces and indoor residential solid fuel burning devices.

8.10.050 Procedure For Obtaining A Burning Permit

A. During open fire season, the chief fire officer or official of the Town shall be responsible for signing and
issuing a burning permit, on forms provided by the town. No permits shall be issued during the closed fire
season or when the clearing index is below 500.
